HOME BURGLARIES 
Dop<ie Addicts Blamed 
For Increase in Crime 


San Antonio dope addicts 
are to blame for much of the 
increase of crime in M e d in a 
County, Sheriff C. J. Hitzfeld* 
er told the A nvil Herald this 
week. 
Hitzfelder said that c r im e 
is increasing in Medina County 
at about the same rate as the 
rest of the country, although 
violent crimes such as murder, 
criminal assault and armed rob­ 
bery are much lower here than 
nationwide. 
The big increase in Medina 
County over the past few years 
has been burglaries of homes, 
especially in the eastern part 
of the county, the sheriff said. 
Hitzfelder explained th a t 
the large concentration of nar­ 
cotics users in San Antonio is 
responsible for the heavy in­ 
crease in home burglaries i n 
outlying areas of Bexar County 
and in adjoining counties. He 
said that his office works very 
closely with die San Antonio 
Police Department, BexarCoun< 
ty sheriffs office and T e x a s 
Rangers in attempting to pre-

vent and solve these burglar­ 
ies. 
The main problem in deal­ 
ing with narcotics users is that 
when they need a "fix" they 
w ill go to any extreme in order 
to get it, he explained. Nar­ 
cotics pushers almost always 
demand cash on delivery, and 
in order to get the cash women 
addicts usually turn to prostitu­ 
tion, while men addicts 
turn 
to armed robbery and burglary.

stations, while the burglars of­ 
ten spread out into the country­ 
side, Hitzfelder explained. 
With the average dope 
ad­ 
dict needing $50 or more a day 
for his drugs, it is easy to see

Antonio, Hitzfelder said. 
Hitzfelder said that there is 
a well-organized "fence" sys­ 
tem with which the burglars 
can dispose of their stolen mer­ 
chandise.

Serious crime in the United 
States increased 16 percent in 
1967 when compared with 1966 
according to figures made 
a - 
vailable today through the FBI's 
Uniform Crime Reports and re­ 
leased by Attorney G e n e r a l 
Ramsey Clark. 
FBI Director J. Edgar Hoov­ 
er said all Crime Index offens­ 
es registered substantial 
I n- 
creases in volume. Crimes of 
violence were up 15 
percent, 
led by robbery up 27 
percent, 
murder 12 percent, f o r c i b l e 
rape 9 percent, and aggravat­ 
ed assault 8 percent. 
T h e 
crimes against property 
r o s e 
by 16 percent as a group. 
In­ 
dividually, auto theft rose 17 
percent while burglary and lar­ 
ceny $50 and over in 
v a l u e 
were each up 16 percent. 
Mr. Hoover stated crime in­ 
creases were reported by all ci­ 
ty groups, with the s h a r p e s t 
change in volume noted in the 
large core clues 250,000 
and 
over in population up 17 
per­ 
cent. The suburban areas 
re­ 
corded an overall increase 
of 
16 percent while the rural 
a- 
reas were up 13 percent 
in 
volume. 
The crime increases, 
a c ­ 
cording to Mr, Hoover, w e r e 
consistent throughout the 
U - 
nited States. The Northeastern 
and North Central States were 
each up 18 percent, while the 
Western and Southern States re­ 
ported an average increase 
of 
15 percent. 
The FBI Director noted that 
serious assaults where a 
gun 
was used as the weapon rose 22 
percent and that one out of ev­ 
ery five assaults was 
commit­ 
ted with a gun. The 
vicious 
street crime of armed robbery 
had a sharp upswing of 30 p er 
cent and a firearm was used in 
58 percent of all robbery 
of­ 
fenses. 


The figures released by the 
FBI disclosed that in 1967 
po­ 
lice arrests for all 
criminal 
acts, except traffic 
offenses, 
increased 4 percent. 
Arrests 
(rf adults, which d e c l i n e d 
slightly In 1966, rose by 3 per­ 
cent in 1967, Arrests (rf p e r ­ 
sons under 18 years of age con­ 
tinued to rise in 1967 with 
an 
increase of 8 percent, includ­ 
ed in the increased police 
ar­ 
rests was a rising volume 
of 
arrests for offenses against pub­ 
lic order.
